Previous to the use of the straw 
method, we had tried va rious means 
to kill the thistles.

Field tests ha ve demonstra ted that 
the use of clean seed grain ma y mean 
an Increased y ield of from one to six 
bushels per acre over the y ield oh 
tuined from uncleaned seed, sa y s A 
A. Hanson of Purdue. 
Tn one test !t 
was estima ted tha t the time spent in 
running seed whea t twice through a 
fanning mill paid at the ra te of $.37 
per hour. 
Weed seeds, dirt and chaff in wheat 
represent 
a 
huge 
economic 
wa ste 
since they mean reduced y ields, in­ 
creased cost of ha rvesting and thresh 
ing and needless ex pense for storage 
space and freight charges, since it 
costs just a s much to ship weed seeds 
as pure grain. 
According to the rec­ 
ords of the federal seed inspection 
service, three Middle Western sta tes 
produce about 3,000,000 bushels of for­ 
eign material in their annual wheat 
crop. 
The surest way to reduce the heavy 
loss caused by weeds In wheat fields 
Is to carefully eVsnn the seed wheat 
with a farm fanning mill, and right 
now is ft good time to do the Job.
